Thomas Pugh 
Reeves, of Holborn-bridge, London, 
against Frances Reeves, his wife, on the 
ground of adultery. 

It appeared in evidence, that the hus- 

and is the son of Mr. Reeves, a respect- 
able cotour manufacturer, of Holborn- 
bridge, and first becarae acquainted with 
his wife in the summer.of 1808. An in- 
tercourse ensued between, them, 
passed for man and wife under an assumed 
name, at various lodgings, until-June 1809. 
when the marriage took place. « The con- 
nection continued for some time: 
and was kept, by the young man, a secret 
from his friends, on account of his being a 
minor, and an apprentice to his father, 
and heretofore unable to providefor his wife, 
should he incur his displeasure; but Mr,

| andón.mifitia-regimeate, at, his Chambers 
in Lyon's Ínn;,upon.which, it. was cone 
tended, the husband was fully entitled to 
à divorce. ne 
On the part of-the wife, the proof of 
adultery was not denied; but the defence 
set up was this, that her innocence was 
clear up to the time of her hushand’s de- 
serting her; that he did so at the instiga- 
tion of his father; and in concert with 
hias, by refusing to allow her a mainte- 
nance, had endeavoured to drive her into 
the commission of adultery, that he might 
avail himself of it to obtaina divorce. It 
was like wise stated in the evidence of Mr. 
Dunbar, the adulterer, and the wife’s mo- 
ther, that in the course of several applica- 
tions they had made to Mr. Reeves, sen. 
and some confidential friends, of his, for a 
maintenance for his son’s wife, they had 
offered to comply with the demaud, upon 
condition of being enabled, by her com- 
mittiug an act of adultery, to obtain a di- 
vorce, and had unequivocally refused con- 
tributing towards her support upon any 
other terms. _ Îhis, however, was most 
positively contradieted by Mr. Reeves and 
his triends, in their evidence, as was lìke- 
wise a further suggestion, that they had 
endeavoured to entrap.the wife into adul- 
tery by the. employment of persons for that 
purpose. Ít was contended, however, that 
there was still sufficient proof in the aban- 


donment and denial of maintertance to ware 


rant the inference, that there was a col. 
lusior between the father and son, to ob- 
tain a divorce; an inference considerably 
strengthened by the circumstance, that all 
the acts of adultery proved were. subsee 
quent to the execution of the document 
authorisiag the suit; ‘and therefore, as the 
husband was himself the active agent of 
his own dishonour.and the wife had fallen 
the victim ofwice, merely from the pres- 
sure of want, occasioned by desertion, he 
was not now to claim a remedy to which 
he could on!y be entitled, as long as his 
own Conduct remained unimpeached. In 
support of this argument, the cases of 
Manby v. Manby, and Mitchelson 0. Mi- 
tchelson, were referred to, as instances in 
which the husband, though the wife’s in- 
fidelity was proved, lost his divorce upon 
the same grounds. 
_ Tothis it was replied, that the aban- 
donment was justifiable, upon the reason- 
able suppositions prove to have been en- 
tertained by (he husband of his wife’s 
guilt; and though he was afterwards’ con- 
vinced of the fact, and it became of pub- 
lic notoriety to all who were acquainted 
with the parties, yet there might have been 
wanting that species of proof, without 
which it would have been unsafe to have 
veltured on a suit of divorce. It was, 
therefore, more reasonable to suppose, 
that the authority to commence‘such a suij 
in this case, was given more with a view 
tv a prospective proof of the wife’s pas 
adultery, than an anticipation of its com. 
nrission being intended to be forced upon 
her. The cascs did not apply tothe pre- 
seut one, that of Mitchelson being one in 
which there was a failure of proof of the 
crime charged; and in that of Manby, the 
divorce was refused, in consequence’‘of the 
husband having neglected to commence 
any proceedings until after five years’ ac- 
quiescence in his wife’s living publicly in 
a state of adultery. Inthiscase,it was not 
preteùded, that the husband was charge- 
“ble with any remissness in claiming his 
right, but that he had attempted to antici- 
pate the meäns of obtaining it; this, how. 
ever, not being proved, he was entitled to 
his divorce. Re 
Sir, John Nicholl recapitulated the evi- 
dence upon the principal facts, and ob. 
served, that as the adultery charged, was 
fully. proved on: the one side, and not 
denied on the other, the case turned entire- 
ly upon the question, whether the sort of 
defence, set-up by the wife, was borne out 


‘in proof, for if it wäs; il would certainly 


go fär to defeat the: husbartd’s claim toa 


divorce; but it must be clearly proved as 


: ed ' x 

against bim, or if would go for nathin 
A variety of circumstances in the ate 
nuptial history of the parties appeared de- 

tailed in the course of the evidence, but 

any acts of criminatity to be collected 

from them, could not be made use of in 

support of the case; they however, mili 
tated. against that part of the defeuce 
witich sought to establish (he wife’s inno 
cence up to the time of her husband’s dee 
sertion. He then entered into an exami- 
natibn of the principal points of that dee 
fence, as it had been stated in argument, 
and was of opinion, that its Loundation «as 
averred in the pleas was not sastamed bv 
the proof.— fhe connection iato wich the 
young man had precipitated himself, ane 
peared to be of a most unfortunate nature : 

and he thought the general bad character 

of the wife, and strong presumption of ber 

guilt zastified the conduct that had been 
adopted in removing her from him. The 

father might, perhaps, have acted more 
properly in allowing some trifling main- 
tenance; but not being bound by law to 
do so, he had a right to exercise a discras 

tion in that respect; and it was a suficient 
reason for the son’s not doing it, though 
compellable by law, that as-a minor and 
an apprentice, bis means were inadeguate 

to the burthen, a circumstance the wife 

was well aware of, and ought, therefore, 

to have been prepared for, as she might 

have resorted to the exercise of that ine 

dustry, which, at a previous period, had 

been her only means of support. The 

only question, therefore, was, whether 

when the husband abandons his wife, 

upon a reasonable supposition of her gui't, 

he is thereby barred from claiming the 

remedy of a legal separation on account of 
adultery, which that temporary absence 

may give her the opportunity of comite 

ting? The Court has certainly a duty to 

perform in guarding the morals of marriccl 

lite; but it cannot make laws for that pur- 

pose; it can only enforce those already is 
existence ; and would greatly depart trom 

those laws, by holding the doctrine, that 
so slight a deviation front the nuptial dury 

as this, could in all cases, give such a gen. 
eral license of prostitution; bat where the 

husband shews himself so grossly inaiten- 

tive to bis own honour aad insensible to 
the injuries he receives, as in the case cit 

ed, his right to claim a remedy for them, 
stands on a very different basis. The prce 
sent case, however, was certainly not one 
of that nature, or one in which the Court 
would feel disposed to strain the rigid rule 
of law, were it even more so. Upon the 
general complexion of the case, then, it 
appeared that there was nothing in the 
husband’s conduct to deprive him of the 
right which the ‘complete proof adduced 
of his wife's adultery otherwise entitled 
him to. The Court, therefore, pronouucs 
ed for the divorce.

NEW COMETS DISCOVERED IN FRANCE. 


me 


M. Pons, keeper of the Observatory, 
near Marseilles, discovered a new comet 
on the 2d of April, in (he constellation of 
the Royal Bull, of Poniatowski. 'Fuose 
whose eyes are good enough to discern 
stars of the fourth magnitude may sec it 
with the nakedeye. Ìtis hairy, with a 
nucleus somewhat more condensend. Its 
geocentric progress is rather slow, It re- 
trogrades from 15 to 20 minutes per day 
in the right ascension, which, on the 3d of 


April, at four in the morning, was 272 deg. 


26 min. its northern declination being 
then 7 deg. 42 min. which diminishes about 
half a degree per day, so that it would pass 
the equator about the middle of April. 
At half past fouria the morning of the 
Ith of April, M. Beuvard ascertained 
its position. Itsright ascension then was 
267 deg. 27 min. andits declination O deg. 
24 min. Lt is crossing the head of the Bult, 


and after passing the equator, will proceed 
towards Serpentarius. 


M. Pons also discovered a comet on the 
5th of February, which was observed at 
the Capuleite till the 1lthof March. Of 
this comet the longitude of the perinelton 
was 2 sec. 9 deg. 57 min. the longitude of 
the ascending mode, 2 sec. O deg. 85 min. 
and the inclination of the orbit to the 
ecliptic 21 sec. 9 min. the direction of its 
heliocentric motion was retrograde. 


The Comet which M. Pons discovered 
in April is the second which he has found 
this year, and the 19th which he has dis- 
covered in the twelve years he has applied 
himself to searching for new comets. He 
has sometimes discovered as many as four 
in one year, which shews that these bodies 
‚are not so rare as was formerly supposed, 
and that it requires only patience and 
assiduity to discover them.

This was effected 
by the orders of the commander, and the crew 
in thetwo boats vf the ship must be con- 
sidered as much under his command and in 
his service when they were in the boats as 
they were when in the skip.

attention, therefore, will be priacipally 
directed to the facts of the charge, and you 
will understand, that, where any number of 
Persons are found combined together for an 
unlawful purpose, such as that of seamen 
Piratically dispossessing their officers of the

safety after the loss of the ship, all the con.

appeared ready to give aid to the others on 
every new act of violence, and by their pre. 
sence and countenance and Known combinas 
tion, did in fact discourage any resistance to 
the will of either of them by the rest of the 
crew, Fam Rot able ín point of law to dis. 
eriminate the case of any oge of the prisoners 
from the rest, in relation to any of the 
murders charged to have been committed by 
them all. : 
“Of the other offencas to be submitted to 
your previous examination, there is one, to 
which E think it necessary to call your at. 
tention; and fhat, not because there. ap. 
pears to me Aay difficulty likely „to arise, 
but on aceount of the daring nature of the 
offence, committed by aar ‘European, assum- 
ingthe aame of Captain Chalk, but whose 
real name is Stated to be Patrick O’Neal. 
'Fhe' native inhabitants of those extentive 
regions which are placed under the East In- 
dia Company's dominions, have long had 
certain experience, that this Court in its 
dispensation of justice, knows of no distinc. 
tion between European and Native. Thefoun. 
dations of their confidenge have been aud mast 
continue to be firmly placed, na less on 
British justice than on Britieh valour—=the 
tro certaia Supports of the Empire. The 
robbery planned and executed by this man, 
if you give credit to the witnesses, was com. 
mitted in the face of day, by means of autho- 
rity which.he assumed as an European, over 
the simplicity and humility of the native ser. 
vants employed by the owner to protect his 
property. Under the pretence of being an 
officer of eagineers, and a friend of the owner 
of the goods, he converted that superiority 
aud deference which justly belonged to the 
character he assumed, into an engiue of rapine, 
oppression and fraud, theexcess of which at 
last betrayed the impostor. If you find, 
Gentlemen, that he originally took the control 
of the goods on shore, and in the boat, from 
the owner’s servant pretending to be the friend 
of the owner, and to act on his behalf, with 
iatention to rob him of them, to which con- 
elusion the whale of the conduct imputed to 
bim seems to furnish a oluez or if, after have 


mitted ta him for safe carriage. 





ing possessed himself of them by the consent 
of the servant, as the friend of and for the 
prafessed benefit of the owner, you find that 
he broke open any of the packages and stole 
the contents or any part of them; in either 
‘case you may safely draw the legal canclusion, 
that he stole them from the owner. For-he 
cannot be in a better situation by his imposie 
tion on the servant, who had no authority ta 
deliver up the charge of his master’s goods ta 
the prisoner, than if he hat received them in 
the condition they were by the delivery of the 
owner himself, for the purpose of safely cona 
veying them to him at Calcutta; andif they 
had been so delivered ta the owner, and the 
prisoner had afterwards broken any of the 
packages and taken out any of the goods, it 
would have been felony, as in the common 
case of a carrier, who breaks a package cont. 


“The affences to which I have adverted, 
are suficiently distressing to contemplate; 
but, since I have come down ta the Court, 
other depositions have been put into my hends, 
containing a charge of Rape againsta person 
of high cast, upon the wife of a poor bearer. 
To find the bill, you must be satisfied, that 
the entire actof fruition was completed, and 
that the offence was committed against the - 
will of the sufferer; andif yau are satisfied 
upon the close examination of the witnesses, 
that the charge is founded in truth, 1 have 
only to declare to you from this bench, that 
which you must be sensible of from your own 
experiences that, hawever, observant this 
Court is of the lawful rights and customs of 
the natives living in their jurisdictiau, they will 
never permit any class of men, however high, 
to abuse them, and make theman engine of 
oppression and wrong against their fcllowe 
subjects of lower degree. _ 

“6 Ít is not necessary to call your particular 
attention to the other cases in the Calendar, 
which your ordinary experience in these 
matters will enable you to deal with without 
any assistance. Itis shocking to humanity, 
to contemplate such a catalogue of dire offena 
ces as this Calendar presents, but I have no 
doubt that yon will accurately investigate 
every case and draw such results as justice 
requires.” EN 

The Grand Jury then withdrew. And, 
there being no chse in a state of sufficient fore 
wardness for trial, the Sessions were adjourn= 
ed wat Monday morning. 

The Pandit of the Sudder Dewanny Adawa 
lut, against whom a bill was found at the last: 
Sessions, on a charge of corrupt receipt of 
money, is understood to have absonded; and, 
at alf events, as he has never been brought up 
under the bench warrant which was issued 
against him, he will retain his right of traverse 
even in the event of hie now surrendering 
himself, —so that there is little likelihood 
of the trial coming on at the present Sessions,

‚ Res v. Richard Hunter. 

This was an indictment for robbing a proe 
stitate, named Mahtab, of a pair of gold 
bangles of the value of 48 Rupees. The proe 
secytrix Mahtah, in her evidence, stated, 
that about 6 months ago, fwo persons came to 
her door and knocked,—she opened the door 
and asked them what they wanted,—they in 
return asked her if she could accompany thema 
to their house at Chouringhee, and they would 
reward her with four rupees. She agreed to 
this, and accompanied them from her house in 
the Cossitultah to: thé Cossitultah street, and. 
then they led her into alane, where one of 
them (whom she afterwards knew fo be thö 
prisonêr) wanted to have counectiens with 
her, and, on her refusing to comply with their 
desires, astruggle ensued, in which the prie 
soner took away from her person a cloth, with 
which she was covered, and her bangles 
off her wrists, and gave them to the other per. 
son, who then made off with them, The proe 
secutrix immediately laid hold of the prisoner 
by his clothes, and sending a boy who had ac. 
cowpanied her for assistance, retained her 
ho!d of him until assistance arrived, when the 
prisoner was secured, and taken frst to the 
‘Yhannah and then to the Town Guard, from 
whence he made an attempt to run, but without 
effect. Prosecutrix did not all this time know 
the prisoner, but knew him the next day, when: 
she saw himat the Police office. —The boy, 
the next witness, confirmed her story up tò 
the struggle in the lang, and said that he went 
for the chokeydar, and brought him to the 
place where the parties were, and tlien went 
away. The chokeydar, in his evidence, dee 
ied having seen the boy, or that he was ac. 
companied by him, but said that he saw the 
boy at the Town Guard, a circumstance 
which the boy denied. The prisaner made no 
defenee, but called witnesses, two of whom 


‘said that they had beed in the daily habit of 


seeing the prosecutrix, and that they had not 
zeen her wear any bangles for two months 
previous to this transaction, —he also called
